The frequency of these robberies 
and the huge hauls made at last 
have drawn official action aimed to 
stop the practice. Postmaster- 
General Hays was.stirred to drastic 
measures soon after the report of a 
robbery in Sullivan, Ind., the smal! 
Hoosier city, which has as its chief 
claim to distinction the fact that it is 
’ Hays’s home town. Such a caustic 
insult coming on the heels of a 
$1,000,000 robbery in Toledo, the 
local $275, 000 party and a bold hold- 


up of a Chicago registered mail 
guard could not be ignored by the, 
new chief of the postal system. 
ALSO HANDCUFF THEM. 

Less than a fortnight after the 
Sullivan roWbery, though, %500,000 
was seized by bandits at the Dear- 
born-street station in Chicago and 
the following night several pouches 
of regsteaed Mail were taken in Cin- 
cinnat| from a truck boarded by 
two Bandite who handouffed the 
postoffice ‘driver and clerk to the 
steeriug: wheel.

to declare, “A large criminal ele- 
ment obtained jobs in the postoffice

Heading ‘the® of the nationally 
famous robberfes is the Omaha and 
Council Bhufis hold-up last No- 
ver ber .when 600,000 was taken 
from mail shifments. The Toledo 
hold-up of the postoffice there net- 
ted approximately $1,000,000 and 
two robberies in-Chicago at railroad 
stationg this year resulted in a loss 
of $600,000 each to Uncle Sam. 

Methods the bandite have em- 
ployed in different cities vgry great- 
ly, a scrutiny of the reports shows. 
The biggest amount obtained was 
taken from a railway mail coach 
while the traip was speed be- 


The modern Jesse James's, however, 
excelled the past masters 
robberies. Two men entered one of 
the mail coaches, threw off severa! 
pouches to accomplices who were 
waiting in an automobile and then 
jumped from the train as it was 
nearing Council Bluffs. 
MILLION IS TAKEN. 


The more favored metifod, the re- 
ports show, is the one employed oe 
Los Angeles, and the local case 
typical, in most essentials, of this 
group. Most daring of all, though, 
was the Toledo hold-up in which five 
bandits escaped with $1,000,000 in 
securities after entering the postof- 
fice and holding all employees at bay 
with revolvers. This method is too 
risky for most of the robbers and 
has been little favored by the “pro- 
fegsion” whose members generally 
subscribe to the theory it is almost 
as profitable and much less danger- 
ous to raid a mail truck. 

Although the methods have not 
been the same in the various rob- 
beries, the am “acouracy with 
which the bandits select the ship- 
ments that contain huge amounts of 
money and securities seems to in- 
dicate in many cases that inside in- 
formation is ayailable to the leaders 
of the ring. In some of these, in jus- 
tice to the persornel of the posta! 
department, it must be said that the 
tips concerning money shipments 
have apparently been to bank 
employees, who know when their in- 
stitutions send out currency pack- 
ages to Federal Reserve banks. 

Some of the robberies during the 
last ten thonths, which have helped 
swell the total to $6,000,000, are 
listed in Washington as ollows:

From foregoing record 
mail robbers would seem to be n 
@ paying business, but there 
another side to the case 
is disclosed in the government re- 
ports. This other side is not so al- 
luring to prospective mail bandits 
and it tends to make the recent hold- 
up artists feel less secure, 

Typical of the Federal government 
in many other respects, the reports 
of the postoffice inspectors show 
that the trail is never abandoned 
once the human bloodhounds in the 
United States employ are set after 
the criminals responsible for the huge 
losses. The percentage of robberies 
solved is large, as the following sum- 
mary of some of the cases il- 
lustrates: 

A lone bandit held up the ‘clerks 
in the Ft. Madison and Kansas City 
train No. 9, (Santa Fe Railroad) on 
the evening of April 8, 1910, shortly 
after the train left Henrietta, Mo., 
and by flourishing an automatic re- 
volver forced all the clerks except 
one to lle on the floor. He com- 
manded the remaining clerk to tie 
his companions and after this task 
was completed the bandit then tied 
the remaining employee. lic then 
rifled six registered mall sacks, and 
left the train just before reaching 
City, Mo. It later devel- 

d that this bandit was Horace T. 

alton, a former mail clerk, and 

he was killed by policemen in Chicago 
shortly after another robbery. 

A $60,000 haul made at Sar. Diego 
April 27, 1920, when a mail messen- 
ger operating ‘peti een the posto'tlice 
and the Uaion Station was held up 
was solved within less thac two ~ 
when inspectors located and arreste4 
Roy G. Gardner, alias E. C. Stillwell, 
alias Samuel Cox. Virtually the en- 
tire amount of stolen cash and securi- 
ties was recovered and Gardner wus 
sentenced a month later to twenty- 
five years in the Federal prison on 
MoNeil’s Island, Wash. 

Horace Walton's fated robbery 
of a mail car on the Illinois Central 
R.P.O. train No. 2 was stagec May 
13, 1920, between Kankakee and 
Chicago. He obtained $75,000, but 
in @ gUn battle soon afterward he was 
fatally wounded iafter he himself 
had mortally wounded one of the 
peace officers to apprehend 

It was then ed that he 
had committed the Santa Fe’ hold- 
up. An accomplice of Walton, one 
Richard P,. Smythe, was promptly 
arrested and hq is now updergoing 
imprisonment. 

More than four months were re- 
quired by the inspectors to svlve 
the Atlanta mail robbery on the bes aw 
of June 16, 1920, when a 
a meil truck, aime em- 
ployees to drive to a secluded spot 
outside the city, and then tied and 
gagged the postal workers. He put 
empty sacks over their heads and 
en proceeded to rifle the registered 
pouches. The inspectors took up roy 
trail, tracing the stelen truck 
eral miles into the country, and 
employing bloodhounds to follow the 
bandit. This ppoved  unfruitful, 
but the iong Anvestigation that fpl- 
lowed resulted in the arrest on ‘ct. 
24, 1920, in New York City, of Thoir- 
as Donahue The driver of the mai! 
truck was brought to New York and 
there he identified Donahue as the 
robber. Donahue is now in the Ful- 
ton County Jail at Atlanta awaiting 


‘THROW OFF PoucHEs. 

Another hold-up of railway 
mailécoach occurred Aug.- 18, 1929, 
near St. Louis, when four masked 
men boarded Missouri Pacific train 
No. 5. One of the bandits covered 
the mafl clerks with a _ revolver. 
while. his companions took five reg- 
istered pouches to the door and as 
the train approached Bates street 
one of the gang stopped the train 
by giving the signal with-the bell 
rope. The pouches were thrown off 
and the robbers jumped after them, 
ving given the signal to proceed 
and then cutting the cord to pre- 
vent any further signals from the 
clerks. Alfred A. Oliver was ar- 
rested after an investigation by the 
inspectors, who recovered one of the 
mail sacks. Oliver was required to 
provide $10,000 bail, pending fur- 
ther steps in the probgcution. 

Perhaps the most famotis robbery 
in recent years was on November 
13, last, on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy train No. 8 between 
Omaha and Council Bluffs. One of 
the mail cars was broken into by 
two robbers and ten pouches of reg- 
istered mail were thrown off at a 
point where the train was obliged 
to stop for a crossing in the vicinity 
of which a confederate had been 
stationed with an automobile in 
which he carried away five of the 
pouches. Four. pouches were then 
taken by the two robbers, who had 
boarded a n, while the tenth 
pouch, overlooked by the Fagg ans in 
their hurry to escape, recov- 
ered by the authorities Tg the, loss 
was discovered, as the train arrived 
Council Bluffs station. 

Expert inv ors at once took 
up the trail, with the result that 
nine arrests were effected between 
November 14 and 28, when Keith L. 
Collins was taken into custody at 
Westville, Okla., where he had fied 
after endeavoring to conceal a con- 
siderable portion’ of the currency 
contained in the mail taken by him 
in the automobile from the scene of 
Three of the nine ar- 
rested for complicity were sentenced 
for terms ranging m thirteen to 
eighteen years in the Federal prison 
at Leavenworth, Kan. A consider-
